Calgary Power Co. 
Reduces Electric 
Light Service Charge 

Commencing this month,the electric 
light service charge has been 50 cts. 
and this has been reduced to 40 cts., 
but the largest saving w-lll be made by 
business men with establishments 
where commercial rates apply. The 
service charge on this class of service 
has been 50 cts. for the first 500 
watts of installed capacity and 20 
cts. for each additional 250 watts of 
installed capacity. Under the new 
schedule the service charge is reduc¬ 
ed to 40 cts. for the first 500 watts 
and 10 cts. for each additional 250 
watts, which will effect a sizeable- re¬ 
duction in the monthly light bills of 
large users of electricity at commer¬ 
cial rates. 

These reductions will give ’’"'can 
residents electric lighting, at the same 
rate as at Claresholm, a much larger 
town. The Calgary Power Company 
can well be commended for effecting 
these reductions in service charges, as 
under its franchise with the Town of 
Vulcan, the initial service charge may 
not be more than 50 cents but does not 
have to be below that sum. 

The Calgary Power Co. will replace 
one-third of the street lights in town 
with larger lamps, it has been learned. 

The brighter lights will probably be 
distributed around the business sec¬ 
tion, giving this part of the town 
much better illumination at night.

A writer in the Lethbridge Herald advances a homely 
bit of advice, in these words: “If more people would 
attack in the open there would be less misunderstanding. 
So many friendships are broken because of interference 
from others than the parties directly concerned. If you 
have a grievance go directly to the one whom it concerns 
rather than talk it over with others: It is wonderful how 
easily things can be cleared up if they are not left simmer¬ 
ing under the cover of anger. There is much to be said 
for the advice of never letting the sun go down on your 
wrath, but add to that “never discuss your quarrels with 
those who are not directly concerned.” 

Isn’t it the truth? Everyone.knows within his own ex¬ 
perience of cleavages which have come about through list¬ 
ening to other people, iretead of going straight to thi 
source. Two people, dealing directly, can almost always 
reach ?ome understanding of each other’s view. But let any 
altercation or any misunderstanding get into the avid 
hands of the interested outsider, and it becomes distorted 
out of all recognition. It is the gossips—those who like to 
make trouble, and those who are unconsciously inaccurate 
—who make most of the unhappiness in any community. 
Their talk is like the crackling of thorns. It is unhampered 
by any regard for truth or for harm which may be wrought 
And it is very rarely that the trouble maker is called to ac¬ 
count. 

Stories leap into being without the vestige of truth and 
go whispering round the neighborhood. Other stories can 
grow out of some' simple, easily explained incident, until 
they art a horrible distortion and exaggeration. 

* Most people living in small communities, have adopted 
a defeatist attitude toward gossip. They find it hopeless 
to track down through the spreaders to the original “star-' 
ter,’’ so they take refuge in the philosophy that bhe stories 
will die down soon, to make wayf or new victims. But th’.s 
acceptance of the inevitability of gossip is sad. There is 
no more excuse for people to be dishonest in their words,, 
than in their actions. The man who steals a piece of per¬ 
sonal property is scarcely as evil-minded as the person who 
tries to sftal another’s character. And the wrong done 
from the standpoint of society, is rarely so great. Yet al¬ 
most invariably the common thief is dealt with severely, 
and the malicious gossip escapes free to continue his prey¬ 
ing on the public.

Although the members of legislature are periodically 
and dramatically before the publi c, ^ t is the army of civil 
servants that keeps the machinery of the country going. 
It is on their efficiency that the taxpayer must depend far 
efficient administration of th£ provincial statutes an|d re- 
quiiements. The strength of a civil service body, depends 
on initial fitness for oifiee and assurance of continuity, so 
long as duties are discharged faithfully. Appointment 
through political preference undermines the morale, and is 
utterly wrong in principle. It wiuld be destructive to any 
business, if employees felt that their period of service 
might be terminated at any time through the employer's 
whims, and that years of faithful work, could bring no de¬ 
finite security. Tin general public, regardless of political 
allegiance, is violently opposed to the principle of political 
patronage. Most people see gross injustice in the fact thac 
a party elected temporarily to power, has the authority to 
dismiss those who should be permanent employees. The 
taxpayer has the right to as efficient service as he can se¬ 
cure, and for his sake, as well as for the sake of the ci\yl 
servants, all civil service appointments .should be complete¬ 
ly Removed from the authority of the changing legislative 
administrations. 

One of the most creditable achievements of the old U.F 
A. government was along the line of reform in the civil 
setvice. The government took the stand that appoint¬ 
ments should he on merit and not on the ground of politics, 
and - this policy was followed scrupulously, with noticeably 
good results in the various departments. This excellent

In making these appointments, the 
Government has taken into considera¬ 
tion the fact that experienced news 
and publicity men should be employed 
in order to give newspapers, news ag¬ 
encies and radio stations the-greatest 
possible assistance in obtaining accur¬ 
ate, authentic information about the 
Government’s activities and plans. 

Mr. Campbell has a background of 
valuable news experience, having been 
actively connected with news work for 
more than 18 years. He w as city edi¬ 
tor on the Calgary Here id and night 
editor on the Albertan prior to his 
editing of Texaco News. . 

The Government has appointed thj 
Mackay & Savary Advertising Ser¬ 
vice of Calgary, as advertising agents 
for the Government, with authority to 
supervise the organizing of the pub¬ 
licity bureau so that its work will 
most effectively dovetail with any ad¬ 
vertising that the Government may 
contemplate in the future. The agen¬ 
cy will b$ retained in an advisory ca¬ 
pacity to consult on matters of adver¬ 
tising or publicity policy. This bureau 
is not expected by the Government to 
function in the capacity of a propa¬ 
ganda bureau in the accepted sense of 
that word, and its main purpose will 
lie to assist editors, reporters and 
news agency representatives in ob¬ 
taining the actual facts in connection 
with any news glories developing as a 
result of the Government's activities 
or plans.
